Sub. —Import of Dates [S. No. 21(b)/IV'i] from Iraq during October, 64— September, 
66 period on annual basis. 

No. 32-ITC(PN)/66, —As a measure of relief to the importers of dates who 
effected imporl.s through ports on the East Coast and are not eligible for licences 
In terms of Mini.stry of Commerce Public Notice No. 90-ITC(PN)/04 dated 19th 
October 1964, it has been decided to grant them licences for import of dates from 
Iraq on an ad hoc basis, provided they hold valid quota certlflcatea for dates. 
The licences so Issued will be on an annual basis i,e. for October '64—September '65 
licensing period. 

2 Established Importers who arc eligible In terms of the above paragraph may 
submit their applications for Import of dates from Iraq in the usual fcrm complete 
in all respects to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Calcutta or 
to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Madras, according to the 
Jurisdiction under which they fall on or before 16th of April 1965, All incomplete 
applications are liable to be rejected and it may not be possible to consider such 
applications at appeals stage as celling earmarked for Import of dates may not 
then be available, 

3. The validity of such licences will be upto the ,30th ,Iune, 1966 and the licences 
shall bear the condition that not less than 60% of the face value of the licences 
is to be utilized for Import of dates from Iraq by Sailing Vessels, and the balance 
of 40% may be effected by other means also uiz. steamers, if the licensees so 
desire. 

4. The licences are to be returned Invariably to the licen.slng authority con¬ 
cerned not later than 30th September, 1965,
